Data being prepared' for dis 
tribution at the Tenth Annual 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
merce Business Outlook Confer­ 
ence revealed that the Los An­ 
geles Metropolitan Area will 
top all other areas in the U.S., 
except New York, in population 
and retail sales by 1960, it was 
reported by Charles Dotoy, 1958

Conference program anrl plan­ 
ning chairman.

Based on data from Sale's 
Management magii/dnc, statis­ 
tics compiled by the Chamber's 
Research Department indicates 
that Los Angeles is expected 1o 
have a population of 6.622,400 
in 1960. This will be a gain of 
51.6 per cent over 1950, and a

total numerical gain of 2.254, 
500.

The Research Department's 
figures also pointed out lhat 
Los Angeles is growing at a 
faster rate than the New York- 
New Jersey Metropolitan Area.

Kmphasi/.ing the phenomenal 
growth of Los Angeles between 
1950 and 1960, Detoy said this
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area's development during the 
10-year period will equal the 
combined gains of Metropolitan 
Chicago, Houston, Boston, Pitts­ 
burgh and New Orleans.

"By 1960 the Los Angeles Me­ 
tropolitan Area will be larger 
than 41 Individual states and 
will account for 3.72 per cent

of the total U.S. population and 
4.79 per cent of the country's 
retail sales," said Detoy.

It was also noted that Los 
Angeles has passed Massachus­ 
etts and New Jersey in the pop­ 
ulation 
decade.

is equally

astounding, and It is anticipated 
that by 1960 Los Angeles sales 
will equal $10,823,300.000," De 
toy continued. "The growth be 
tween 1950and 1960, an unpre­ 
cedented 98 per cent, will equal 
the combined sales growth of 
Metropolitan Chicago and Phlla- 
delphia."
